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The Payment of City Warrants.
Y gAY afternoon, in Common Couusil, Me.
Hetzell made an effort to securs the repesl of
the obroxions ordinauce approved January 17,
1868, whose title facetionsly declares that it is
“itp enforce the prompt payment of oity war
rants,” We have already commented at

length on the oppressive operation of this |

ordinance, especially in connectipn with the
teachers of our public schools, all of whom
are now forced to go into the market and
hawk about their promises of payment from
theoily, a3, in the present atate of our flaancss,
it is impossible to gecure the casliing of & war-
rant for the most fosigniivent snm withio a
period of five or six mouths from its date.

In urging the indefinite postponsmoutof the
bill to repeal the ordinance in qnestion, Mr.
Harper, who originated it aud seopred its
passage, olaimed that the ordiuvance would
work properly if carried out, arguiog that the
City Treasurer is alone respousible for the
present gtate of affairs.  The bust refutation of
Mr. Harper's position, and of the practical
working of the ordinauce, is its reproduction

in full, as follows:—

“Hereafler, npon Lthe preseatation of eiuvy
warrant'a at the office of tbe Uny Tromsarer,
it shall be the duty of the Clty Treasurer 1o pav
the sume on demsnd snd fo the order of thelr
preseniation. Aud in theeventol the laabliily
of the Clty Treasurer 10 80 pay the sSame on
thelr firkt presentntion, Le sDall causs =vacn
warranis 1o be stamped witn da e of prosentas-

tion apd nombers, nod le sl tusa
apnounoce 1o Lue holdes the earliest pro-
bable, time within which he shall oy
able lo pay the same, anl  theresler

no new or wmstamped warranis shadl be eashed
unntil sil thoss stamped Lave beed st pad,
and those stamped shinil be ea biled Ly b firs

id, and In the order ot thelr Lambery the
Et'l?l‘l"‘r muaking previons panliostion, by
printed notige posted ou thy deor of bis o Noe,
of the time nt which e wili e shlw Lo cowm-
menoe Lhe pay ment of stoanped warranls,

“Provided, Tust the Uiy Treasarer shall,
however, in nowlise refuse 1o cesh tustampod
warranis when the fuouds la the Treasury ara
sufficient (o meel the stamp@d winrrants, s woll
as thoge presented nod nol stsmped.  Providad,
further, That the City Treasurer shall nou re-
fase Lo cash oy Stamped Warran b in iy regalar
order, aond tha! the wioney for thoa: previous'y
stamped and not presenfed sholl reomvain in the
Iyeosury suljoet at wll tanes Ly payment, and the
interest on All SUCH WO Presenled warrants shal
cease when notlee i« poste | Inat the mawme wiil
be pald on presentation, ag hereln abuve pro-
vided."

9, 1868, provides for ths publicatien of the
notice in the daily papers, as well as its post
ing on the door of the Treasurer’s offiys; and
another supplementary ordinancas brings the
ountstanding warrants of a date previous to
1868 nnder its operation.

Ag far a8 we can learn, the City Treasarer
has complied with the letter and spirit of thezy
ordinances in every detail, aud we are unable
to perceive how their oppressive operation is
to be' charged to anything exeept thuir pro-
visiong. At the last mouthly settlewen!
of the Treasurer's books, about §500,000 were
found to be available for the payment of war-
rants, and notice was accordiogly tnade that
those nunmbered from 1 to 4000, whish
approached that sum in smount, wonld
be paid on  presentation. At the
olose of the present month a new
adjustment of the books of the offize will ba
made, and a new notice published, which may
possibly run the figure up another thousand,
But, as the law now stands, the haunds of
the Treasurer are tied, and he cannot
divert any of the money requnired for
the payment of stamped warrants below 4000
to the payment of any one presented subse-
quently. The only relief thatis afforded to
persons holding the oity’s obligations exists
when the warrants are less than 3100 in
amount, in which case their holdera can sue
out a writ of mandamuns before an alderman,
and recover the amount in five days. This
relief is frequently sought, and large sams
sre paid oumt of the City Treasury
every week, in deflance of Mr. Harpur's ordl-
nanoe. We hope that Councils will give the
matter prompt and decisive attention next
week, either repealing the ordinances re-
ferred to in fofo, or so wmodifying them as to
afford relief to the &chool teachers and others
who are dependent upon their salaries from
the city for gupport.

Gambling Stock=Jobbing Operations.
Tur general public cares but Jittls for the con-
tests of the bulls and bears of the stock boards
when they are condocted in the nsnal man-
per. The victims of adroit combinations re-
oeive but little sympathy for their defeat in
the ordinary diamond-cut diamond envonnters.
When, however, audacious gamblers in stocka
agsail vital national interests, and embarrass
the entire business commuunity, for the par-
pose of promoting their nefarious sohemes,
they commit an act deserviog condign punish-
ment, and place themselves in a category of
public eriminals bat little better than the
poizoners of wells, New York jouruals state
that & prominent etock operator of that city
acknowledges that he ovontributed ons million
of dollars to the cligue formed for the par-
pose of “locking up greenbacks,’” sod the faot
is establishied by aboudanttestimony that this
olique borrowed and econtrolled, at the season
when money s wmost In demand for the
movement of orops, many millions of
dollars, which they withdrew from circalation
for the purpose of produoing an artifisial flnaa-
olal strivgenoy. The Imweudiate object they

had in view was a redaction iu the price of |

stocke; but they regarded with reckiess and
griminnl indiflsrence the efluot of thelr machi-
pations wpon the wnational reveuus, the
pational pecurities, and the multifarions pseu-
plary transactions of the country. If Beore-

tary MoCullooh had not wisely and promptly
come to the resous by his threat to purchase
national bonds and to relssune Government
vertifioates, this hesrtless combination wonld
have inevitably cansed the ruin of thousands
of honest and enterprising men who are in no
way oconnected with ordinary stook-jobbing
transaotions. If there is any mode by whioh
the temporary sucoess of similar schemes oan
be prevented hereafter, or if any new cheoks
can be devised to prevent national bauks
from rendering them wilfal assistance, Con-
grees should not hesitate to apply a remedy
for suoh a manifest evil. The efféots of contrao-
tions and expansions of the eurrency upon all
monetary transaotions have been go frequently
illuetrated, that it is fearful to contemplate a
contingency in which the power of matarially
redueing the ciroulating medinm can be lodged
in the handa of a amall body of deeperate and
corrupt speculatora.

Avpother marked featura of the New York
stock speoulations oconsista in the evidenos
afforded that great corporations are system-
atioslly mansged in & mauner designed to
injure their credit aud to diminish their reve.
pues, 8o that bear slock operators may grow
rich on the ruio of stookholders. If one-half
of the allegations made unnder oath against
tbe present and former managers of the Lile
Railway are true, they are indifferent to the
interests of the important publio work ocoim-
mitted to their charge, and mindfol ouly
of the opportunities o enrich themselves
by squandering its revenuss and by spsoula:
tions bused on the depreoistion sf its stock.
This i8 a species of raseality only ong degres
lesg infamous than the scheme to oreats an
artiflvial financial stringenoy, the main diffar-
evce beivg that, while the latter results in the
robbery of an entire commaunity, the former
robs ouly the members of a partioular corpo
ration. A large portion of the wealth of the
| conutry, however, i3 invested in publiv works
of various kinds; and it would be a national

, ealamity if any considerable pomber of Ameri-

can railways should fall under the control of
dishonest managsrs.
The true object of stock boards is to facili-

| tate the purchase and sals of stooks, bonds, |

and other securities. It is mot poseible, and
perhaps not even deairable, that the wild rage
for speculation which they sometimes encou,
rage should be checked. Bat modes should
certsinly be devised for preventing stock-job.
bers from making open war upon the financia'
interests of the nation, and from ruining the
| innocent stockholdera of useful public works.

The S1ze and Wealth of Onr Clty.
Tur anpnal report of the Doard of Tax Ravi-

gion was made yesterday to Conmnoils, and |

aud contaius many points of intereat. It is of
| value as & record of the growth of Philadel-

| phia, and as it ia the offivial standard which |

| governs all apportionments, we will look at
gome of the information it contains. The
| assesged value of the city is given acocording
| to the different wards, and of them, so far as
real estate s concarned, the Sixth ward isthe
richest, Her real property is valoed at $43,-
516,401, The poorest is the Twenty-first,
| which owns bat §5 008,076, This difference
ig due not only to the sizeof the wards, but
aleo to the greater inoreased value of proparty
| cauged by improvement. The next itsem
asgesged i8 the amount of money ont atin-
terest. In thig the Fifth ward exoeeds all
otherg, she haviog §0,306,400 at interest,
while the pocrest ward is the Ninsteenth,
| which has but $40,823, In horse flesh
| the Twenty-second ward, Germantown and

| Chesput Hill, greatly exceeds the others
| in  the wcost of her equipages. Bhe
{ has $179,650. Next .o her comes the

| Fifteenth ward, while the Kighth, which
! is reputed to be the wealthiest in hiladelphia,
| ouly has §60,400, The excess of the Twenty-
| second can be explained by ita being a region
of maguificent distances, in which a carriage
| is esgential to visiting. Bat why the Fifteenth
| keeps guch a large excess we are at a loss to
guess, In the Third ward there are but
§6000 worth of horges. In its furniture the
Eighth ward exceede but §390, 000 any other
Her honeehold goods are valued at §981,004
Next comes the Fifteenth, and the posrest is
that stronghold of Democracy,the Seventesuth,
which has its forniture valoed at $10,452, In
carriages the same relative importanoce of the
wardes exists as in the oatse of horses, the
Twenty-second leading off with 599,210, In
the ¥leventh ward they return only #500—
which is just one earriage to about ninsteen
thonsand populstion.

Haviog thus glanced at the wealth of the
varions portions of Philadelphia, 1ot ns see
which of the political subdivisions has the
most voters, The Twentisth ward takes the
palm here. She has 10,103 taxables, and at
the rate of geven inhabitants to one taxable—
which is about the average—has a populstion
of 70,000 gouls. The smallest is the Twenty-
eighth, with 1765. The Foorth ward has a
total of 4101, which is hardly consietent with
her late majority. The total is 137 400,
which wounld make a population of about
900,000 gouls in Philadslphia,

A curious little facl iu regard to the nuwu-

In the Seventeenth ward,
with a population of over 35,000, there ara
but 81 watohes.

The Nationunl Christinn Cozvention
Tuw Natioval Chriglinu Convention, composed
of the ministers avd laywen of all the Pro-
tectant denominations, coneluded a gession of
thres days at the Reformed Doteh Church,
New York, vesterday. The object of this
Convention was to discnss questions relating
to the welfare of the Church of Christ, to
devige if possible some means for exciting a
greater interast in religion, and to promots a
unity of feeling and action among Christians
of all denominations. Of course, the decisions
of this body will have no binding force on
auy of the denomipations represented, and
indeed the idea was rather to promote a
Cbristian upity among the members of the
different evangelical denominations, anl to
arouse them to a concerted action on those
matters that they are all agreed upon, rather
than to argue about the technical differences
that separate the sects.

Some of the questions debated were of the
highest importance, and it is to be hoped that
the result of this conferenve will be that
churchesof all denominations will be induced to
consider them with & view of correcting evils
in church mansgement that uundoubtedly
exist,

The system of renting pews was warmly
debated, and by & number of the speakers de-
nonnoed as tending to, drive the poor away
from the churches. This is one of the knotty
questions for which it is difficult to find a
satisfactory solution. Free ehurches, where
they bave been established, have only been
partially successful, and the renting of pewa
seems 10 be almost the only means by which
the necersary reveune for supporting minister®
and paying vecessary expeuses can be cer-
tainly esecnred. At the same time this ar.
rangement undoubtedly has the effuot of
closing the door of mavy of our churches not
only in the faces of the poor but to all stran-
gers, and it is worthy of the consideration of
ministers, as well as laymen, whether somw
means caneot be devised whereby our churches
¢an be thrown open and all comers be mads to
feel that they are heartlly welcome.

The Convention did not arrive at any con-
clueion on this subject, but an interchange of
experiences and opinions was bad, and the
result may be that suflicient interest will be
excited amopg the different denominations to
brivg about a much needed reform.

We think that conferences of this kind are
calenlated to do good, Whether a unfon of
ull the Protgstant denominations is possible,
or whether such a union wonld bs advan-
tageous, are matters of eerions doubt, but
there are many things of the utmost import-
auce for the promotion of the cause of Chris-
tianity in which the different sects might
co-operate with advantage.
